As he 
had but one interview with Mr. Sherman 
during that winter, it must have been about 
this same time,—say the last week of Feb-

After the passage of the Silver bill the ene- 
mies of resumption urged the passage of the 
House bill, then pending in the Senate, for 
the repeal of the Resumption law, and there 
was an uncertainty whether such bill might 
not pass the Senate, the votes of several mem- 
bers being considered doubtful. Fortunately 
we can produce proof of Mr. Medill’s posi- 
tion on the Resumption law at the very time 
of the apoeryphal stormy, threatening, anti- 
Resumption interview reported as of his own 
knowledge by Mr. Bateman. It happens 
that he wrote a private letter to the person in 
editorial charge of Tux Trreune during bis 
absence, which letter is now in the posses- 
sion of the receiver. That letter was as fol- 


lows: 

ARLINGTON Hark. WAsHtneron, D. C., March 
9, 1878.—Myr. James W. Sheahan: You may have 
noticed the questions propounded to certain 
members of the Senate and House by our corre- 
spondent here, and their replies, in regard to 
the effect of repealing the Resumption act on 
Senator Allison admits 
that the greenbacks would fall below silver 
and drive the latter out of circulation. Gen. 
Ewing and some of the other Democratic mem- 
bers dodge the questions thusfar. Some of the 
answers you will observe are evasive and murky. 

Editorialize the questions from the standpoint 
of the interrogatories as given in Taw TRIBUNS 
of Friday. 

If the Resumption act is let alone there will be 
a steady addition to the silver money of 30 
millions a year and 50 millions of gold [the 
product of our mines), being an increase of 100 
millions of solid, additional money, which will 
gradually enhance labor and prices, and lower 
the excessive value of money. All this will be 
lost ta the country tf the Resumption act ts re- 
pealed, It is believed here that greenbacks will 
be at par with gold before the 4th of July next 
if the act is not repealed, and this will liberate 
and throw 100 millions ot coin into comma cir- 
éulation. We shall then have in full force and 
operation the French system of money,—goid, 
silver, and paper all on a level, and plenty of 
them.

This letter, it will be seen, is devoted to the 
Resumption act, and points out how it may 
be saved from the repeal proposed by the bill 
already passed by the House, and then pend- 
ing before the Senate. The question at that 
time was how to prevent the Senate from 
passing this House bill. If Mr, Medill had been 
an enemy of the Resumption act, as Sherman 
falsely alleges, and had desired its repeal, he 
would not be writing such a letter as this, 
nor would Tue Tripune have been urging 
the Senate to reject that Resumption Repeal 
bill, 

A short time after this letter was written 
Mr. Sherman appeared before the Senate 
Committee to oppose the passage of this, bill 
to repeal the Resumption law, stating frank- 
ly that the passage of the Silver bill would 
aid resumption, and Tug Trisune, publish- 
ing Mr. Sherman’s statements, not only in- 
dorsed his reasoning, but complimented him 
upon his views and upon the certainty of the 
successful execution of the Resumption act. 
And this was at the very time when Sherman 
declares that Mr. Medill was demanding of 
him a promise to nullify the Resumption law 
when it would come into force ten months 
thereafter, and threatening vengeance tipon 
him if he refused to give the pledge! Wes 
ever a grosser falsehood attempted to be 
fastened on any man? 

It is certain that Tur’ TRIBUNE never

THE PAPER DUTY AND THE PROHIBI- 
| TLOWISTS. 


The Prohibitionists in Congress have de- 
termined to rally in support of their monop- 
They fear an attack in detail upon the 
excessive and indefensible features of the 
War tariff, and propose to resist every propo- 
sition for the relief of the public, no matter 
how just the demand may be in itself. They 
are resolved to sustain the most oppressive 
features of the tariff, even in cases where no 
protection is needéd, in order to preserve 
their combination robbery from the slightest 
danger of exposure. This is the unmistaka- 
ble intention in loading down, in the Ways 
and ‘Means Committee, the proposition to 
repeal the duty on wood-pulp and print- 
paper. Standing on its own merits, such a 
bill should command the ready support of a 
large majority of Congress. The attorneys 
for the protected interests know this to 
be true, and they proceed at once to asso- 
ciate with the Paper bill a variety of other 
propositions for the repeal and modifica 


tion of other duties, which, as they be 


lieve, will consolidate the opposition to 
the freedom of paper and secure the 
defeat of that measure. There were 
indications of this procedure when the Paper 
bill was first mentioned in Congress, and the 
Ways and Means Committee, not daring to 
suppress the Paper bill altogether, have 
promptly adopted the plan for overloading it 
and thereby sinking it, if possible, in the 
House. 

When Mr. Conger, ef Michigan, moved in 
Committee to place Wood-pulp on the free 
list, his proposition, if honestly made, was in 
the line of the legitimate Protective theory, 
because wood-pulp is raw material entering 
into the manufacture of paper. It is a 
product of natural fortes. It is obtained by 
grinding poplar, bass, or other soft wood 
between two stones run by water-power. 
There is no material in its composition} and 
no part of the process of making it that re- 
quires or demands protection any more 
than ice does. Wood, stone, and water are 
all abundant and cheap as dirt” in this 
country, and need no artificial nursing nor 
fostering to encourage their growth. When 
Judge Kelley went still further than Mr. 
Conger, and proposed to add to the free list 
“all manufactured paper, wood-pulp, jute, 
butts, unmanufactured flax; straw, and 
ali other fibre and fibrous plants fit for 
use in the manufactureof paper,” he likewise 
submitted a measure that Protectionists can 
support without stultifying themselves or 
doing damage to any interest which, accord- 
ing to their theories, demands the exclusion 
of foreign competition. All the items 
enumerated in Judge Kelley’s list except one 
compose the raw matérial used in the manu- 
facture of paper, and-print-paper itself is the 
raw material in the manufacture of news- 
papers, magazines; and books. The publish- 
ers are entitled to their raw material, even 
under the Protective theory and system, as 
much as the papermakers are entitled to 
theirs. 

There can be no argument about the fact 
that newspaper-publishers and book-publish- 
ers are manufacturers. Let any Protection- 
ist in Congress undértake to print a news- 
paper 365 times every year, o 
a year, or let him project the publication of 
a series of schooi-beoks, and he will discover 
very soon both that newspaper and book 
publishing is a maniftacturing business and 
that the print-paper ts the chief item of the 
raw material used i that business. The 
Government bas Gficially declared the pub- 
lication of newspapers to be manufacturing, 
for the newspapers were required to paya 
gross receipts tax the same as other manu- 
facturing concerns 2 long as such a tax was 
levied. 

The fact is, howeber, that the Conger and 
Kelley propasitions were designed merely as 
signals of alarm tothe monopoly combina- 
tions. Had it been purpose of the Com- 
mittee to submit the, paper and pulp repeal 
on its own ‘merits, a bill would have deen 
reported in the language of Kelley’s. bill 
without amendment. Eyery member of 
Congress would then have been required to 
put himself on record either in favor of or 
opposed to the oppressive tax on the distribu- 
tion of news, information, literature, science, 
and learning, The issue would have been 
simple, clear, unequivocal, and not to be 
evaded. Such a measure alone would have 
passed Congress easily. The Congressmen 
opposing it would have subjected themselves 
to crushing criticism; and they would have 
received their punishment quickly and surely 
at the hands of the peaple. But it is just an 
issue which the Prohibitionists desire to sup- 
press, and hence the series of amendments, 
beginning with the modification of the woolen 
duties, which are designed to present the 
subject in the shape of a wholesale revision 
of the tariff laws, and thus unite the several 
highly-protected interests opposed to changes 
in their own domain, 

So far as the proposition to reduce the duty 
on woolen goods goes, it has merits of its 
own which should commend it at the proper 
time and place, The articles included are 
flannels, blankets, woolen hats, knit goods, 
balmorals, woolen and worsted yarns, woolen 
manufactures of every description, and the 
hair of the alpaca goat and like’ animals. 
The duties on these articles are taxed now 
all the way from 60 per cent upwards. The 
amendment tacked to the Paper bill in Com- 
mittee provides a uniform duty of 40 per 
cent. This is really equivalent to a tax of at 
least 50 per cent on the foreign articles so far 
as the consumer it concerned. The importer 
of any foreign commodity which is taxed 40 
per cent must pay in addition thereto the 
consular fees, the appraiser’s fees, all the 
Custom-House charges, and the duty on the 
entire cost of boxing, cartage, and 
storage; and then the freight, and ma- 
rine insurance. Hence a duty of 40 per 
cent on any given article enables the home 
manufacturer to charge as much as 50 per 
cent more than such article costs abroad be- 
fore he is brought in any competition with 
the foreign market. Protection to this ex- 
tent is certainly all that the manufacturers 
of woolen goods can decently demand. 
Nevertheless, the very suggestion of an 
abatement, however small or just, will at- 
tract violent opposition from which the bill 
for the repeal of the duty on paper and pulp 
must suffer, 

It is impossible to foretell, of course, hew 
far the Prohibitionists will carry their scheme 
for overloading the Paper bill. They may 
include the entire tariff schedule before they 
agrée to sabmit the measure. It is just pos- 
sible, however, that they may be building 
better than they know, and that their pro- 
gram for denying the proper and just relief 
the publishers ask may result ina partial 
sacrifice of some of their most iniquitous ex- 
tortions ou consumers. If no proposition 
attached to the Paper bill shall be 
mor objectionable than the proposed reduc- 
tion of the excessive taxes on woolen goods 
to & per cent, no Congressman can seek in 
the vther items a sufficient excuse for voting 
azainst the bill as a whole. The Pro- 
hibitionists may trip themselves up in thus 
‘opening up the whole tariff question. In

The attorneys in Congress of the pro- 
tected classes will not find their position be- 
fore the public very enviable when they shall 
oppose the repeal of the duty on paper and 
wood-pulp because the same bill shall afford 
only 50 per cent protection on other articles. 
The newspaper guild will accept no such 
apology as this for the maintenance. of an 
outrageous and oppressive imposition, which 
benefits nobody but a few grasping monopo- 
lists. “These fellows need whips, not rea- 
sons,” says the New. York Post, and the 
newspapers throughout the length and 
breadth of the land will adopt the saying as 
their guide in the next Congressional elec- 
tion, if they ean secure no justice from the 
present Congress.

JUDGE KxLLxL, of Philadelphia, generally

use in the manufacture of paper be placed on 


the free list,“ he made the best motion of his 
life, whether he was sincere in it or not. The 
motion was a proper one, and the eight mem- 
bers who supported it voted exactly right, 
whatever ultimate hostile purpose some of 
them may have had: and thethree who voted 
against Kelley’s motion—viz,: Phelps, Con- 
ger, and Frye—voted wrong. The majority 
voted right even on Protection principles, 
Paper is the raw material of newspaper man- 
ufacture, and it is an old and sound Protec- 
tiom maxim that raw materials should be 
obtainable on the cheapest and dest 
terms in order to enable mannfact- 
urers to produce sunecessfully. Taxing 
paper is an unwarranted diserimination on 
the part of Congress in behalf of pulp and 
paper makers against newspaper manufact- 
urers. What right has Congress to eripple 
one branch of manufactures in order to en- 
rich another? What justice is there in such 
abominable interference and favoritism? 
Besides being wrong, it is violation of Pro- 
tection principles to help one branch of in- 
dustry to devour another. We repeat that 
Judge Kelley is entitied to the thanks of the 
press for his little amendment, and now let 
him earn the gratitude of the whole guild by 
getting his little bill before the House for the 
relief of the press, unincumbered by extra- 
neous matter and unloaded with irrelevant ad- 
ditions which properly belong in bills by 
themselves. 


THERE are some signs that the Czar of 
Russia is not altogether insensible to popu- 
lar sentiment.

834,956 mon, divided as follows» One hundred 
and ninety-two regiments of infantry, 77 regi- 
ments of cavairy, 34 horse-artillery batteries, 
299 batteries of ficld artillery, S reserve artillery 
batteries, 2 reserve batteries of horse-artiliery, 
50 battalions of garrison artillery, 15% battalions 
of sappers, 8 battalions of pontoniers, and 4 rail- 
way battalions. There are 5,452 staff officers and 
4,119 for artillery parks. In time of war this 
total can be increased to 2,203,145 of all ranks, 
with 427,410 horses and 3,772 field guns. It may

‘Dr. SIEMENS, the eminent physicist, has 
made a numberof experiments which seem to 
show that vegetation can be promoted by the 
use of the electric light, and also that nocturnal 
repose is not necessary for the life of plants. 
From these conclusions some rash observers 
have drawn inferences which are hardly war- 
ranted by the facts. It is noticed that plants 
grow rapidly and come to a high state of per- 
fection in the Arctie region, where the sun 
shines almost without intermission in the sum- 
mer; also that crops ripenin a wondéerfuily 
short time in the high latitudes of Norway and 
Sweden and British North America. Hence it is 
inferred that the electric illumination of certain 
crops would stimulate their growth and improve 
the quality of the yield, and that the application 
of electricity to agriculture may develop results 
of practical value. But a calmer examination 
of the 
pleasing delusion. For, admitting the correct- 
ness of Dr. Siemens’ statements, how is elee- 
tric light to be obtained in the requisit 
volume, and at a price sufficiently low to permit 
its general use in agriculttre? There are many 
known ways of stimulating the growth of vege- 
tation which are impracticable for common pur- 
poses on aceount of their cost. Plants under glass 
come forward much faster than in the open air; 
but we have yet to hear of anybody who has 
tried to put his corn and wheat fields or his 
meadows under glass. Heat as well as light is 
required to mature vegetation, and the clectric 
light gives forth paratively a small propor- 
tion of calorie. In the high Arctic regions there 
is a short bot period in Jily and August, and 
vegetation appropriate to the soil and climate is 
promoted then. But any attempt to change the 
oharacter of the natural growth, or to stimulate 
it on a large scale by the application of artificial 
light, would probably prove to be a total failure, 


Tux alleged attempt of the United States 
Governmentto reviye the claim of one of its 
eitizens, A. W. Thompson, to the Chiriqui grant 
in the territory of Colombia, excites the appre- 
hension and disgust of the Panama Star and 
Herald. Aceording to this au ity, the Claim 
is utterly fraudulent, and void by of the 
non-fulfillment of the terms upon which the 
grant was made. Thompson, acting on behalf of 
the “Improvement Company of Chiriqui,” 
founded in Philadelphia, made an agreement 
with the Colombian Minister at London to es- 
tablish steamship lines and build a railroad from 
the Atlanticto the Pacitic coasts of Colombia. 
Asan inducement to the Company to establigh 
and maintain such lines, a grant of 150,000 
of land was made by the Colombian Govern- 


ment. But one article of the contract provided 


that work should begin within one year 
from the date of the agreement, and 
that, in the failure of performance by 
that time, the concession should lapse. 
The Panama paper says it is notorious that 
no road was ever built, or begun, and the con- 
cessions have been practically withdrawn Since 
Dee.
